Yo u can’t get a step in edgeways 
when the bands play o ld fax o rites lik e "Tea 
Fo r Two ” and "Ramo na.” .\t quiet tables, 
yo ung co uples ho ld hands. In the city o ut­ 
sk irts and in the villages, the sparsely fur­ 
nished, simple restaurants aré full. The 
yo ung men gather o n the street, talk , wait, 
mak e passes at the peasant girls, go to 
bed and get up again. 
Life is go ing o n behind the Iro n Cur­ 
tain just lik e anywhere else. There is no 
feeling o f massive fer­ 
ment 
o r u n r e s t . 
Grumbling, certainly. 
Many peo ple dissatis­ 
fied. 
yes. 
But 
also 
many peo ple believing they are far better 
o ff than they used to be. Many peo ple 
co nvinced they have mo re security, mo re 
so cial benefits, mo re educatio n fo r t h e i r 
children, better ho using. Many peo ple vx ith 
mo re fo o d, so me with les.s. Peo ple in the 
West o ften visualize Eastern Euro pe as 
bo iling and read> to blo w apart 
So ldiers 
with to mmyguns. secret po lice and a giant 
Co mmunist 
P a r t y 
machinery 
do 
pre­ 
vent peo ple fro m free ex pressio n o f their 
will, but—"There was an .American 
Ikmc 
recently and he ask ed me why I didn't 
e.scape during the revo lutio n and why I 
do n’t get up and fight no w," a Hungarian 
said. "1 to ld him the truth," he went o n. 
" I ’ve go t to lead my life. 1 have a family 
to suppo rt. Why sho uld I get up and leave’.’ 
Co mmunism has do ne a lo t fo r a lo t o f 
peo ple. Many peo ple live a lo t better than 
they did 10 years ago . Besides, o ver the 
years, co mmunism is bo und to grant mo re 
and mo re freedo m. It already has had to 
give way." 
His attitude has its histo ry. Thro ugh the 
centuries, 
mo st 
East 
Euro pean 
na­ 
tio ns have been o ccupied by fo reign tro o ps 
o r lived under alien ideas. It is an o ld 
sto ry fo r ('zechs, Slo vak s, Hungarians, Ro ­ 
manians, Po les and Bulgarians. .Mo st o f the 
time they co mpro mise, try to change the 
system a little and rise up o nly when o p­ 
pressio n is into lerable. 


O’REiiA.N 
still k eeps itself in po wer by fo rce. 
There are mo re co nsumer go o ds in the 
sho ps. So me are ex o rbitantly ex pensive, 
o thers relatively cheap. There are mo re 
private cars and mo to rcycles, so me private 
ho uses abiiilding. Yo u can o wn a bit o f 
land, perhaps a sailbo at. There are new 
apartment ho uses, o ften gray, mo no to n­ 
o us in design and jerry-built, but they are 
there. There are new facto ries and full em­ 
plo yment. even if wages are lo w. 
.\ new class o f Co mmunist P a r t y 
leaders, technicians and o fficials have a 
vested Interest in the system. .Now they 
are mainly trving to so lve co inmnnism’s 
eco no mic difficulties and secure 
m o r e 
material benefits fo r themselves. L a t e r 
they may want mo re perso nal freedo ms. 


Dull IK Other 
Standards 


The fact is that co mmunist o ppre.s- 
sio n in East Euro pe to day is mo re to ler­ 
able than it used to be. The Hungarian 
revo lutio n taught the co mmunists a les­ 
so n. The terro r o f the Stalinist secret po lice 
has go ne. Living co nditio ns have impro ved 
remark ably since this co rrespo ndent visit­ 
ed East Euro pe nine years ago . But ever­ 
present tro o ps co nfirm that co mmunism 


Yugo slav wo rk ers are better o ff then 
they ever were. Ro manian and Hungarian 
peasants who k new ex treme po verty and 
lived under semi-feudalism no w have 
a 
chance at city life. 
So me peo ple may be resentful and in 
passive resistance—farmers deprived o f 
their lands, businessmen with co nfiscated 
pro perty, fo rmer industrialists no w ek ing 
o ut a living and po litical priso ners re- 
lea.sed fro m jail. 
There are queues fo r fo o d in Czecho slo ­ 
vak ia, frequent sho rtages o f items l i k e 
razo r blades and to o thbrushes, and almo st 
everywhere a k no wledge that things are 
better in Uestern Euro pe. 
"Rut.” said a high Western diplo mat, 
"co nimu!ii.sm is beginning to satisfy peo ­ 
ple’s elemental needs. 
They are trapped and 
can do n o t hi n g to 
change 
the 
system. 
Ho wever, it wo uld be 
a mistak e to o verlo o k the pro gress w'hich 
has been made o r to imagine majo r vio ­ 
lence brew'ing." 
Despite the 
effo rts 
to 
brighten ex istence, ho wever, life remains 
a dreary, mo no to no us, o vercro wded ex ist­ 
ence by Western standards. The ho using 
sho rtage is why peo ple fill the restaurants 
and dance halls. There are few o ther ways 
o f ex pressing individual taste o r fanta.sy. 
Tak e ho using. .A mo del is selected by city 
planners fo r an apartment building. It is 
built a sco re o f times. In Czecho slo vak ia 
and Hungary it can lo o k gray and unfin­ 
ished. In Ro mania, there is mo re co lo r 
in the architecture. But furniture and cur­ 
tains are available o nly in limited selectio n, 
and everybo dy has the same. There are 
neo n lights in the cities but to Western 
eyes, 
they 
lack 
spark le 
and 
imagina­ 
tio n. They advertise simple “ Meat" (even 
it there is no ne), "Bo o k s” , "Pho to Equip­ 
ment”, "Clo thes", "Ho tel." 
Old buildings are frequently unrepaired, 
everywhere there is a sho rtage o f paint 
and the streets o f many to wms are littered 
with discarded tires, barrels and c o n - 
structio n material no bo dy has c a r t e d 
away. The "Peo ple’s Paradise" still is a 
lo ng way o ff.

Mixed Blessing 
Co ngress has passed a law, no w signed 
by the President, that may greatly affect 
the future o f televisio n. 
The law directs the Federal Co mmuni­ 
catio n Co mmissio n to mak e revisio ns in 
present regulatio ns. Mo re specifically, it 
pro vides that future televisio n sets so ld in 
interstate co mmerce must have pro visio n 
fo r tuning in ultra high frequency as well 
as very high frequency. 
Currently we are limping alo ng with 
very high frequency which o ffers channels 
2 to 13 inclusive. Ultra high frequency o f­ 
fers much mo re variety. It o perates o n 
channels 14 to 83 inclusive. In sho rt, when 
bo th irequencie.s are acco mmo dated a view­ 
er co uld have a max imum selectio n o f 82 
channels. 
On the bad side o f this new law are 
the facts that it will tend to mak e all o f 


the 55 millio n ex isting televisio n sets in the 
natio n o bso lete, that, plus an increase in 
co st o f between $20 and $30 a set to pro duce 
o ne receiving o n all channels. There may 
be added charges fo r impro ved antennas. 
This o ne stro k e o f po litical enterprise 
sho uld cure anything that might be wro ng 
with natio nal business, calling fo r $1.5 bil­ 
lio n appro x imately to mo dernize the tele­ 
visio n industry. 
But that clo ud is no t as dark as might 
seem. Having so many channels and so 
much variety assures the average viewer 
that he will miss far mo re bad pro grams 
o n a given evening than he will have to 
endure. .And then there is always the ho pe­ 
ful pro spect that by the time a viewer has 
riffled thro ugh 82 channels the evening will 
be o ver and he will be saved fro m all bad 
sho ws. 


Out In Left Field 


Two members o f the Tex as State Agri­ 
cultural Stabilizatio n and Co nservatio n co m­ 
mittee admitted to Senate investigato rs that 
they had paid little if any attentio n to 
the co tto n allo tment deals o f Billy So l Es­ 
tes and had do ne no thing abo ut them. Ap­ 
parently he co uld have walk ed o ff with 
the o ffice safe as far as they were co n­ 
cerned, 
.ASC state co mmittee members are no t 
go vernment bureaucrats. They are civili­ 
an appo intees placed in charge o f farm 
pro gram o peratio ns to heighten the demo ­ 
cratic ingredient and ex ercise the max i­ 
mum practical lo cal co ntro l. It is a sho ck ­ 
ing co mmentary that two such impo rtant 
appo intees acted so irrespo nsibly. Carved 
in the Nebrask a capito l is so mething to the 


effect that the welfare o f the states is the 
vigilance o f the peo ple. It is a go o d tho ught 
and sho uld be ex po rted to Tex as. 
.Nebrask a co uld also ex po rt its careful 
bo dy o f grain law to Tex as, which, at last 
repo rt, had no ne and desired no ne because 
such laws tend to interfere with individual 
reso urcefulness. 
Ho wever o ne may wish to belabo r the 
secretary o f agriculture o ver Billy So l Es­ 
tes it is true that with reaso nably attentive 
ASC co mmitteemen and a ratio nal bo dy o f 
law he wo uld never have go t to first base. 
As it is, o ne o f the main lesso ns to be 
derived fro m the Estes matter is that ho me 
co ntro l is by no means the virtue it is 
claimed to be.

WASHINGTON - It’s no w 
estimated that the do cto rs’ 
lo bby o rganized by the Amer­ 
ican Medical .Asso ciatio n has 
spent $7,OCX),000 to d e f e a t 
medical care fo r the elderly. 
Here is ho w so me o f the mo n­ 
ey has been spent: 
One o f the vo tes o n the 
crucial Ways and . Me a n s 
Co mmittee no w ho lding up 
medical care in the Ho use is 
that o f Rep. Clark Tho mpso n, 
D.. Tex ., who m the White 
Ho use had co unted o n to vo te 
fo r the elderly. Co ngressman 
Tho mpso n is a pleasant and 
agreeable perso n, who m ar­ 
ried into the Mo o dy family, 
o ne o f the wealthiest in Tex ­ 
as, and entertains lavishly at 
his palatial residence o n em­ 
bassy ro w between the Brit­ 
ish embassy and the resi­ 
dence o f the Epo sto lic Dele­ 
gate. 
But suddenly Co ngressman 
Tho mpso n, co ntrary to the 
ex pectatio n o f the W hi t e 
Ho use, lined up with the do c­ 
to rs 
and 
against 
medical 
care. When ask ed by this 
co lumn whether he had re­ 
ceived any financial suppo rt 
fro m the medical pro fessio n, 
Tho mpso n replied: "I didn’t 
get a single nick el fro m the 
do cto rs." 
This, ho wever, is no t what 
the do cto rs say. 
When my asso ciate, Jack 
Anderso n, telepho ned 
t h e 
" American .Medicine Fo r Po ­ 
litical 
Actio n 
Co mmittee," 
o therwise k no wn as .AMP AC, 
which o perates the do cto rs’ 
lo bby, he was to ld that Dr. 
Max E. Jo hnso n o f San .An­ 
to nio was in charge o f the 
Tex as drive to "stimulate 
do cto rs to tak e part in po li­ 
tics." 
Dr. Jo hnso n, reached by 
telepho ne, denied t ha t the 
do cto rs o f Tex as were trying 
to 
influence 
Co ngressman 
Tho mpso n, 
b ut 
added: 


"We’re pro ud o f what we are 
do ing." 
"Who is chairman o f yo ur 
o rganizatio n in Tho mpso n’s 
district?" Anderso n ask ed. 
"I do n’t remember," was 
the reply. 
"Wo uld yo u lo o k it up?" 
Anderso n persisted. 
There was a pause, then 
the answer. "I can’t find it." 
"Well. I’ll call back in 20 
minutes when perhaps yo u 
can find it," persevered .An­ 
derso n. 
Twenty minutes later, An­ 
derso n learned that the do c­ 
to rs’ chairman fo r Co ngress­ 
man 
Tho mpso n’s 
district, 
which embraces Galvesto n, 
is Dr. Harvey Ringer o f Hal- 
letsville. 
' ☆ 
Dr. Ringer was quite ho n­ 
est. Ask ed whether he had 
raised mo ney fo r Co ngress­ 
man Tho mpso n, he replied, 
"yes,” and went o n to say 
that he had written a letter 
to every do cto r, druggist, and 
ho spital administrato r in the 
district, hitting them up fo r 
co ntributio ns fo r the k ey co n­ 
gressmen o n the Ways and 
Means Co mmittee. 
Dr. Ringer said the do cto rs 
had turned do wn o ut s i d e 
mo ney and o ffered to raise 
all the funds Tho mpso n need­ 
ed inside his o wn district. 
Dr. Ringer declined to say 
ho w much was raised, but 
ack no wledged it was mo re 
than Tho mpso n co uld use. 
The do cto rs in Tho mpso n’s 
Tex as district also o rganized 
a luncheo n at the Victo ria 
Co untry Club to raise funds, 
plus a barbecue fo r 200 peo ­ 
ple, also to raise funds. The 
co ngressman 
himself, 
ac­ 
co rding to Dr. Ringer, was 
present. 
Despite this, Co ngressman 
Tho mpso n blandly stated: "I 
didn’t get a single nick el 
fro m the do cto rs."

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In 19 58 the bo ard o rdered an increase

This po ints 
up as usual that mark et values o f sto ck s 
are mo st affected by the peo ple who deal 
in them and to a lesser degree affected 
by the ex periences o f the co mpany they 
represent. Due to that it is generally as­ 
sumed that so lo ng as the businesses are 
do ing well, it is a pro per thing to see the 
sto ck mark et co rrect its values at pro jK^r 
times. Many believe that the current m ar­ 
k et co rrectio n was o verdue. It is, therefo re, 
perplex ing to learn that the Federal Re­ 
serve is acting to reigmte the upward 
trading. It will be interesting to see ho w 
such tactics co me o ut.

Profiles In Science 


Theo phrastus, o ne o f t h e 
wo rld’s first writers o n plant 
life, was master o f the Ly­ 
ceum, fo unded by .Aristo tle 
and o ne o f the mo st famo us 
scho o ls in histo ry. He was 
head o f the scho o l fro m 322 
B.C.. the year .Aristo tle died, 
to 288 B.C., the year o f his 
o wn death. 
Theo phrastus was .Aristo t­ 
le’s favo rite pupil as well as 
his heir; and altho ugh he had 
been described as lack ing his 
master’s capacity fo r o rigi­ 
nal and imaginative tho ught, 
he made up fo r it by his dili­ 
gence and careful o bserva­ 
tio n o f nature. 


He was bo rn o n the island 
o f Lesbo s in 370 B.C. Ac­ 
co rding to the legend, his 
true name was Tyrtamus, 
but he o wed even his name 
to Aristo tle, who nick named 
him Theo phrastus because o f 
his "go d-lik e speech."

He pro bably spent several 
years in Stagira, .Kristo tle’s 
birthplace, where the yo ung 
prince, who was to beco me 
Alex ander the Great, w a s 
Aristo tle’s pupil. Theo phras­ 
tus, lik e Callistbenes, may 
have been .Alex ander’s fello w’ 
student. 
In his wdll, .Aristo tle made 
Theo phrastus guardian o f his 
children and left him his li­ 
brary and the o riginals o f 
his wo rk s. He appo inted The­ 
o phrastus his successo r, al­ 
tho ugh Eudemus o f Rho des 
also had a right to ex pect 
that po sitio n. 
Aristo tle tactfully and deli­ 
cately indicated he preferred 
Theo phrastus to be head o f

—In t h e early evening o f 
June 28. the annual L^’ .As­ 
sembly finally rang do wn the 
curtain o n its lo ngest sessio n 
in histo ry. It started in Sep­ 
tember, and was plunged im­ 
mediately into sho ck ed grief 
by the plane crash death o f 
Dag Hammarsk jö ld. The 104- 
natio n .Assembly them k nuck ­ 
led do wn to 156 days o f de­ 
bate o n 9 7 items o n its agen­ 
da. altho ugh it w’as twice in­ 
terrupted by a recess. 
All in all,^ it was a sto rmy 
sessio n, but far less so than 
that o f its 19 60 predecesso r 
no ted in histo ry bo o k s as the 
assembly o f sho e-po unding 
and barro o m behavio r by ill- 
tempered and bo o rish Nik ita 
Khrushchev. 
The six teenth sessio n shift­ 
ed emphasis entirely fro m 
an o verall Western co mplex ­ 
io n o f pro blems co vering the 
same co ld war gro und to o ne 
heavily influenced if no t en­ 
tirely do minated by the black 
delegates o f .Africa in co n­ 
junctio n with the bro wn men 
ifro m Asia, with bo th so me­ 
times used as a cat.spaw by 
the So viet Unio n and its sat­ 
ellites. T he final o utco me 
co uld have been pro phesied 
largely in advance. Any is­ 
sue to uching t h e so -called 
"co lo nial" questio n was tak ­ 
en o ver lo ck , sto ck and bar­

Thus, it was made plain in 
a reso lutio n ado pted by heavy 
majo rity early in the sessio n 
that any jungle o r back ward 
natio n anywhere o n earth 
must be granted independ­ 
ence regardless o f the co nse­ 
quences.

Visiting in Lincoln with a 
friend, Mrs. K. ,M. Forsyth, 
is Miss Siti K. Atmodiwirjo. 
director of public h e a l t h 
nursing for Indonesia, vv h o 
recalls fondly her sky-rocket­ 
ing career. 


" I began just out of school 
in 1952 in a hospital in Borneo 
with 125 beds.” said 
M i s s 
Atmodiwirjo. “ but by Decem­ 
ber of that year I was trans­ 
ferred to the capital of South 
Borneo, where I became co­ 
ordinator for midvvives and 
in charge of 22 health cen­ 
ters.” 
Studies Abroad 
'Fhe Indonesian government 
had big plans for her, though, 
and did not let Miss Atmodi- 
wirjo's work go unrecognized. 
In 1953, she was called back 
to Jakarta to prepare f o r 
studies abroad, later going to 
.New Zealand and Singapore 
to broaden her education. 


In April 19.55, she returned 
to .lakarta and was appointed 
a public health nursing school 
instructor in Bandung. 


In less than 8 months, she 
was transferred to Sumatra, 
taking charge of two prov­ 
inces. .\t the age of 22, she 
was now’ .setting up health 
centers for a population of 
4' 
2 million. 


123 Health ( enters 
When she was called back 
to Jakarta again in 1960 to 
become public health nursing 
director for the entire coun­ 
try. .Miss Atmodiwirjo h a d 
set up 123 health centers in 
the provinces where she had 
been working. 


She then went to Canada 
in October 1961, enrolling in 
an advanced course in public 
health nursing administration 
! and supervision at the I niver- 
! sity of Toronto. 
This 
summer, 
completing 
. her course, she decided to 
visit 
Mrs. Forsyth, w h o m 
she had met on a plane early 
in her career, before return­ 
ing to her home country. 
Together, 
she 
and 
M r s. 
Forsyth have visited Lincoln 
i hospitals and public health 


centers 
and 
observed 
t h e 
progress made by p u b l i c 
health workers in eastern Ne­ 
braska. 
Green, Clean City 
“ I like Lincoln very much.” 
said Miss -Xtmodiwirjo smil­ 
ingly. 
"It 
IS 
so 
peaceful, 
quiet, green, and clean.” 
She also praised America’s 
.strawberries, 
peaches 
a n d 
many other fruits not obtain­ 
able in Indonesia, but which 
she is sampling in plentiful 
amounts while in Lincoln. 
What lies ahead for this ded­ 
icated woman as she serves 
her 16-year-old country? Miss 
Atmodiwirjo hopes to enter

Health for further training. 
But meanwhile she will re­

The Cleveland mayor was 
on a fishing trip to Canada 
when Kennedy reached him 
by telephone and told him he 
wanted him for the cabinet 
post. 
‘Ht came as a great sur­ 
prise to me,” Celebrezze said 
later. 
Surprise To All 
His selection was a sur­ 
prise to most everyone else 
too, b e c a u s e Celebrezze’s 
name had not been m e n- 
tioned in the speculation as 
to who might succeed R ibi- 
coff. He had been e.xpected 
for some time to submit his 
resignation so he could seek 
election as Democratic sen­ 
ator, 
.\ key factor in the choice 
of Celebrezze, associates of 
the President said, was the 
mayor’s reputation as a good 
administrator. 
Now serving a 5th term as 
Cleveland’s t o p executive, 
Celebrezze w ill confer h e r e 
Tuesday with President Ken­ 
nedy and R ibicoff. 
Celebrezze’s formal nomina­ 
tion for the post may be sent 
to the Senate Mondav.
